EDITORIAL 


CONSERVATION OF DRUG SUP- 


PLY. 


The Committee of Public Safety for 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania 
have sent out letters and pledge cards 
to the Retail Druggists of the State 
asking that they co-operate in every 
way to conserve the drug supply of 
the United States. The letter par- 


ticularly warns in the over-stocking 
of preparations which are subject to 
deterioration. The antitoxins and 
sera are especially emphasized in this 
class. Some of the galenical prepara- 
tions also are well recognized as de- 
teriorating rapidly and therefore it 
behooves the druggist to, in every 
way, conserve the supply and cut 
down upon waste. 

As a matter of fact this is not only 
good policy at the present time but 
perhaps always, since waste is waste 
and it means, in short, a loss, to some 
one, of valuable money. 

THE PAcIFIC PHARMACIST has on pre- 
vious occasions emphasized the impor- 
tance of careful buying. By this we 
do not mean to be niggardly stingy, 
that is not good business, but carefully 
and intelligently estimate the needs of 
our particular business and buy with 
this end in view. | 


ATTRACTIVENESS. 


What have you about your store 
which is attractive? Is your store one 


of the best lighted in the city? Has. 


it large and attractive display win- 
dows? Do you make your display in 
an artistic and harmonizing way? Do 
the colors which you use combine har- 
moniously with the goods you display? 
What attracts the stranger to your 
store? Perhaps it is the reputation of 
your store for service. It may be your 
skill as a chemist. It may be that 
your store is immaculately clean. It 
may be the speed and accuracy of your 
service. Or, finally, it may be for rea- 
sons which we have not at all men- 
tioned. It is interesting, however, to 
know why strangers select your store 
in preference to that of other stores. 
If you can find this reason out it is 
interesting and often times very valu- 
able, because you know how to perma- 
nently keep the business of this new- 
comer. 

The shrewd physician usually makes 
it his business to find out why a new 
patient comes to him. It often times 
helps him very greatly in handling the 
individual case. If we could solve any 
of these questions in a practical, psy- 
chological way we could devise means 
and methods for greatly increasing our 
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business prestige. At any rate we 
should do our level best to make our 
place of business attractive and by 
faithful, conscientious service win the 
gratitude and confidence of the new 
customer. - We should not only win it 
for the time being, but retain it per- 
manently. 


SYNTHETIC DRUGS. 


For some time many pharmacists have 
found it difficult or impossible to obtain 
some of the valuable synthetic drugs 
formerly manufactured and controlled 
by enemy countries. The Adamson bill 
now before Congress will make pro- 
visions for licensing manufacturers to 
prepare drugs now protected by patents 
controlled by enemy countries. The 
Federal Commission will have charge 
of the provisions of the bill and a Na- 
tional Research Council will have charge 
of the actual work. The chairman of 
this committee is Prof. Julius Stieglitz. 
head of the Department of Chemistry of 
the University of Chicago. He will 
have associated with him several well 
know chemists. An invitation is ex- 
tended to pharmacists to communicate 
with W. A. Puckner, 535 North Dear- 
born street, Chicago, the names of those 

synthetic drugs which have been diff- 
cult or impossible to obtain at reason- 
able prices. This committee will make 


— every effort to make the manufacture of 


some of these synthetic drugs a success 
and will even endeavor to make new 
synthetic drugs where justified. Any 
one interested in any of these important 
problems may communicate with either 
one of the above named gentlemen. 


TAX NOTICE. 


If you have not received full data 
concerning the new United States taxes 
on liquor and other merchandise, write 
at once to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue of vour Local District, and 
these blanks and full instructions will 


. be sent immediately. Uncle Sam is 


very strict in regard to collections of 
these taxes and it behooves all of us 
to comply promptly. The inventory on 


liquors must be filed in the Collector 
of Internal Revenue’s office within 
twelve days of the date of the act. The 
tax ascertained to be due from inven- 
tory may be paid in currency or certi- 
fied check within thirty days after the 
passage of the act. A satisfactory bond, 
however, may be obtained extending 
payment for a period of six months 
where the amount of the tax is more 
than one thousand dollars. The bond 
form will be supplied by the Collector 
of Internal Revenue. The penalty for 
not complying with the act is sufficiently 
severe so that no one can afford to take 
any chances in ignoring or otherwise 
failing to comply with the law. 

Additional taxes on cigars in excess 
of 1000, cigarettes in excess of 1000 
and tobacco and snuff in excess of 100 
pounds is required. There is a spe- 
cial form and full information covering 
this particular subject which the clerk 
of Internal Revenue will be pleased to 
send you. | 

Inventories are required to be in du- 
plicate and must be acknowledged by 
affidavit. 


HOLIDAY STOCK. 


Of course this is the time we must 
think of selecting our stock for the 
coming holidays. The problem, this 
year, will probably be greater than any 
time previously. In the first place, the 
most of this holiday stock will have in- 
creased very markedly in price. Sec- 
ondly, the quantity which we can dis- 
pose of will be a great problem. Busi- 
ness conditions in this line will be 
necessarily a very uncertain factor. 
We are certain, however, that the phar- 
macist may count upon a fair holiday 
trade. The working people probably 
never have had so much ready money 
to spend as at present. Perhaps, how- 
ever, they will be more interested in 
buying articles having some practical 
value.. 

We urge our readers to carefully size 
up the situation before investing too 
heavily in perishable and unimportant 
holiday goods. 
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PERFUMES. 


Don’t forget that much of the stock 
vou have on hand has increased mark- 
edly in price. The fancy boxes and 
bottles alone have increased from 50 to 
75 per cent. on the average. All of the 
common substances which enter in the 
manufacture of perfumes have increased 
from 1 to 200 per cent. and upward. 
Most of the ingredients which enter into 
the make-up of perfumes, consisting 
largely of essential oils, have markedly 
increased in prices, running on an av- 


erage of 200 to even 1000 per. cent. 


The fancy glass stoppered bottles have 
increased approximately 100 per cent. 
All of these things should be taken 
fully into account. The Attar of Rose 
is no longer obtainable upon the market. 

THE PaciFic PHARMACIST has urged 
its readers to keep a close hold upon 
prices and don’t forget to see that you 
at least get a modest profit upon your 
transaction. We are of the opinion 
that a large number of druggists are 
doing themselves and the business a 
creat injustice by under-pricing pre- 
scriptions, and many of these articles 
which are very difficult to replace. It 
has been our privilege, in going about 
the city, to note that equivalent pre- 
scriptions costs in one place 65 cents 
and in another $1.25. The latter price, 
in Our opinion, was a reasonable price. 
All of this simply means that many of 
the pharmacists are not thoroughly alive 
to the continuously rising prices and 
that they are not only giving their serv- 
ices but in some instances actually los- 
ing money. The public of course does 
not know this and cares less. The un- 
fortunate druggist, however, some time 
must take stock and give an accounting 
of his stewardship. He will perhaps 
then realize what a fool he made of 
himself and how little the public is 
interested in his loss.

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WHERE YOU STAND IF SOME- 
BODY GIVES YOU AN OPTION 
TO BUY MERCHANDISE. 


So many business people don’t seem — 
to clearly understand what their rights 
are under an option to buy something, 
and the loss through not knowing is so 
considerable that it may help some if 
I devote a little time to clearing up 
the matter. | 

Some options to buy goods are legal, 
binding, enforceable contracts, while 
others aren’t worth the breath that it 
takes to utter them, or the paper they 
are written on. 

I heard a man give another one an 
option the other day which was as 
worthless as anything could be. Since 
both were practical strangers to me, I 
of course had no call to intrude my- 
self into the matter. Still, I would 
have liked to. 

It seems to me that the two men 
had been dickering over some mer- 
chandise worth about a thousand dol- 
lars. Finally, the seller said to the 
buyer: “I’ll name you a price of $1.65 
and give you an option on the lot until 
next Monday morning at 10 o'clock. 
If I haven't heard from you in the 
meantime, the deal’s off.” 

Doubtless the prospective buyer 
thought he had something, but he had 
nothing. That option was not in the 
least binding and the seller could sell 
the whole lot five minutes after that 
conversation with perfect impunity. It 
was not binding because it is as firmly 
fixed as the rock of Gibraltar that an 
option, to be binding, must either be 
in writing and under seal, or must have 
consideration. “Under seal” means 
simply having a symbol after the name 
which is intended to stand for a seal. 
Any symbol which is intended for a 


seal will do, and if there is a seal there 


doesn’t need to be consideration. “Con- 
sideration’ means that something must 


be paid for it. 


If an option has consideration it can 
be verbal or written, and there is then 
no need of a seal. It would have con- 
sideration if the buyer in the above 
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case had said, “I'll give you a dollar 
for an option on those goods until 10 
o'clock next Monday morning.” The 
dollar would be sufficient consideration. 
As a matter of fact, almost anything 
with a value is sufficient consideration. 

If there is a seal, or consideration, 
the option is a valid, enforceable con- 
tract, and if the seller parts with the 
goods in violation of it he is responsi- 
ble to the seller in damages. 

I have met quite a number.of cases 
where somebody would get an option 
on certain goods for a certain time, and 
then go out and see if he could sell 
them at a profit. His idea was, if he 
could resell them, to exercise his op- 
tion, but if he could not resell them, 
to let the option slip. If the option in 
such a case has not been obtained in 
a way to make it binding, the buyer 
may find himself a heavy loser, not 
only as to the profits he would have 
made had his resale gone through, but 
also by having ‘a number of violated 
resale contracts on his hands, on which, 
if he does not deliver the goods he has 
sold, he is liable in damages. 

I will give here the form of an op- 
tion which nobody can break unless he 
wishes to make himself liable in dam- 
ages : 


In consideration of the sum of one 
dollar, the receipt of which is acknowl- 
the following merchandise until....... 
merchandise ). 

Signed, 


There is no need to pay the dollar 
if the seal is present; | merely included 
it as a matter of form. An option 
taken in this form cannot be revoked 
by the seller before its time, or it can 
not be violated without giving cause 
for action. 

One rule about options which is also 
firmly fixed is that they cannot be 
taken advantage of one minute after 
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the time has expired. If an option 
to buy expires at 10 o'clock on a cer- 
tain morning, five minutes after ten 
is too late. Under the rule in many 
cases, there is no way of escaping this. 
I remember one recent case that was 
fought hard through several courts, but 
was finally lost by the holder of an 
option. In that case a manufacturer 
of fertilizer gave a buyer an option 
on “700 to 1,000 tons of acid phos- 
phate at buyer’s option, quantity to be 
declared August 15, 1915.” This meant 
a flat contract for 700 tons, with the 
right in the buyer to get 250 tons 
more if he said so not later than 
August 15th. 


The buyer in this case didn’t say so 
until August 18th. August 15th fell 
on Sunday, which extended thé time 
until August 16th. Instead of taking 
advantage of it on that day, the buyer 
let it go for two days and then said 
he wanted the 250 tons. But mean- 
while the market had advanced and 
the seller said no. The buyer thought 
all he needed to do was to exercise 
his option within a reasonable time, 
and two days, he contended, constituted 
a reasonable time. The court said 
it was not a question of reasonable 
time; when an option said it expired 
at a certain time, it must positively 
be exercised within that time. Read 
this from the decision: 


“There was a sale of 700 tons, with 
an option permitting plaintiff to de- 
mand delivery of an additional 250 tons 
or any part thereof. It was -to be 
acted upon August 15th, or as that 
day fell upon a Sunday, the 16th at the 
outside. It was not exercised on either 
date, and the right ended. 

“The letter written by the buyer 
dated August 16th, it is averred in 
the affidavit of defense, was not de- 
posited in the mail until August 18th. 
The option having expired, this letter 
was in the nature of a new order. It 
was not accepted by the sellers and 
their silence did not make a new con- 


tract or prevent the expiration of the 
option.” 
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The sum lost by this buyer because 
he did not speak Monday instead of 
Wednesday was $1575. In other words, 
the market on his 250 tons had ad- 
vanced that much and he had to pay 
that bonus when he bought.—(Copy- 
right, October, 1917, by Elton Jf. 
Buckley. ) |

SALESMANSHIP. 
(A Talk to Clerks.) 


“Is knowledge of goods most essen- 
tial in salesmanship ?” 

How can a salesman honestly dis- 
pose of an article when he does not 
possess some knowledge of the article 
which he is selling? Can he, without 
knowing his goods, speak intelligently 
as to their value, and can he recom- 
mend them honestly? He that does 
not feel confidence in the article which 
he “is handling cannot be successful 
in disposing of same. 

Salesmen who are successful, and 
who expect to be successful, must come 
to their vocation clean; clean in mind, 
and clean in body. If he is’ to be 
successful and give full value of serv- 
ice to his employer he must first to 
himself be true. If he is true to 
himself he cannot be false to his em- 
ployer, and necessarily will not be 
false to the one that he is dealing 
with. 

It is not necessary at any time for 
man to make a success of his occupa- 
tion by misrepresentation. 
~The fellow who looks his customer 
squarely in the eye and tells him honest- 
ly what he knows about the article he 
has to sell, gains the confidence of his 
customer which means that the sales 
are half made. 


Be clean in your conversation. Make 
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your conversation with your customer 
as short as possible, and as much 
as possible along the line of your mer- 
chandise. He will think more of you, 
and it will consume a great deal less 
time. 

The customer satisfied today will be 
the customer that will be satisfied to- 
morrow, and if you are honest with 
him he will admire your honesty and 
will seek your advice. 

Give the best that is in you to your 
employer and exact from him as much 
as you give. Be courteous and polite 
to him and he in turn must be the 
same to you. You have no cowardice 
in your heart if you have to come 
to your employer clean; clean in mind 
and clean of thought. 

The life of a salesman is only the 
stepping stone for something bigger, 
and he that expects to rise high in this 
world must have high ideals. Set your 
mark at the top round of the ladder, 
and you will be surprised how soon 
you gain that goal you are looking for. 

Do not talk war, politics or church. 
Every one may not be of the same 
opinion as you are. Besides it con- 
sumes too much of your employer’s 
time. 

Sell what you have to sell in the 
shortest space of time and be ready 
with a smile on your face and with 
a glad hand to meet the next comer. 
And as you have honestly attended to 
your daily duties and done the best 
you could, when night comes and you 
go to your home for rest, you will get 
that rest that can only come to him 
who has lived that day true to himself, 
and to his employer, and when the 
morning breaks he will go back to his 
duties feeling refreshed, and be willing 
to repeat his acts of yesterday. 

Be interested in your work. Study 
your merchandise as you would read a 
book. Find pleasure in merchandising 
your articles, so much so that when the 
quitting hour comes somebody will have 
to remind you of it, rather than be 
looking at the clock, hoping and wish- 
ing that the hands would move faster. 

No man gains in the heart of his 


employer who stands ready with his 
hat in hand to run out the front door 
as soon as the gong sounds the quitting 
hour. 

And to you who employ salesmen, 
deal with them as you would like them 
to deal with you.. Be honest. Do not 
misrepresent your article in the hope 
that it will influence him to sell more 
of same. Rather underestimate it than 
overestimate it. If he is as intelligent 
as you think he is, he will find the 
good points that you have not discussed 


with him. 


Give him every advantage to become 
great, the same as you were looking 
for when you were building for your- 
self. Give him every encouragement 
that you can and reward him as best 
you can for his faithfulness to you. 

We must give and take. We cannot 
expect the best results, if we are at 
all times grinding the other fellow and 
giving him as little as we can in return 
for his best efforts. Let it be our aim 
to uplift as much as possible one an- 
other. That can be best established by 


having the greatest confidence between 


the employer and the employee. 
“Love of country is one of the most 
beautiful sentiments God has planted in 
our hearts, close to the affection of 
family and kindred.. He who attains 
the highest patriotism and _ considers 
the world his country has first em- 
braced his native land with a peculiar 
attachment. Honor, then, be the senti- 
ment of patriotism; let us feel and 
heed its obligation.” ae 

Let us be true to our calling, whether 
we are called to the defense of our 
liberty or whether necessity keeps us 
at home. No matter what we may be 
called to do during these trying times, 
whether in the field, on the farm, or 
in the shop, let us do it well, and do 
it cheerfully, remembering first to our- 
selves let us be true—R. E. Roberts, 
at Congress of Salesmen.

BRITISH PHARMACOPOEIA. | 


The British Pharmacopoeia, published 
in 1914 under war conditions, seems 
to have been unduly modified as the 
result of local conditions. It is inter- 
esting to note that a large number of 
preparations containing glycerine and 
sugar and benzoin, caffeine and allied 
substances, have been omitted from the 
official list. A large number of these 
preparations, like the syrups and prep- 
arations containing glycerine, are very 
essential and important to the physician 
and pharmacist. 

It seems strange that a book of this 
character and importance should be so 
seriously altered to meet a scarcity of 
some common ingredients. Of course, 


it relieves the pharmacist from the ob- 


ligation of keeping or making prepara- 
tions containing these important sub- 
stances. It would seem as if it were 
a confession of weakness on the part 
of the Food Controller and the public 
officials having charge of the needs of 
the country. If the war were to end 
to-morrow it would be necessary to re- 
This would 
be seemingly unnecessary and expen- 
sive task. In our opinion some other 
method should have been adopted and 
the book should have been published as 
a straightforward medical work up to 
date in every way. These _ supplies 


could surely have been conserved with- 


out going to such extreme measures. 


The distillation of alcoholic bever- 


ages was stopped September 8th, by 
the United States Food Administration.

NATIONAL PHARMACEUTICAL 
SERVICE ASSOCIATION*IN- 
CREASES MEMBERSHIP 
AND ACTIVITY. 


Sixty-eight new members, represent- 
ing twenty-three different States, were 
elected into the National Pharmaceutical 
Service Association at the fourth regu- 
lar meeting held at the Philadelphia Col- 
lege of Pharmacy, September 10, 1917. 
Communications were read by the secre- 
tary and president showing that there 
was considerable interest throughout the 
country regarding the association, and 
that the bill creating a Pharmaceutical. 
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Corps in the Army, which had been in- 
troduced at the instigation of this as- 
sociation, is receiving loyal support by 
pharmacists generally. It was reported 
that the National Association of Boards 
of Pharmacy, American Pharmaceutical 
Association and the American Confer- 
ence of Pharmaceutical Faculties had 
endorsed the work of the association 
and the bill pending in Congress, and 
President George M. Beringer stated 
that a joint meeting of the Council of 
the A. Ph. A. with representatives of 
the N. A. R. D. had been held at In- 
dianapolis at the time of the A. Ph. A. 
convention and the support of the N. A. 
R. D. could be counted upon as it is 
anticipated that the convention at Cleve- 
land during the week of September 17th 
will take favorable action with regard 
to the matter. 

An amendment creating the office of 
treasurer, which had been held over 
from the previous meeting, was unani- 
mously adopted and Mr. J. C. Peacock 
was elected treasurer. | 

Congressman Edmonds of Philadel- 
phia, who sponsored the bill creating a 
Pharmaceutical Corps, is expected. to 
address the association at its meeting to 
be held October 8th. : 

Pharmacists of military age who have 
been conscripted should keep in touch 
with the officers of this association so 
that when the bill passes Congress and 
is signed by the President there may be 
a record of those who are now engaged 
in the service and may be transferred 
to the Pharmaceutical Corps where they 
rightfully belong.

DISPENSING IODINE OINT- 
MENT. 


“I have no doubt,” says M. H. 
Shimer, in the Transactions of the 
Pennsylvania Pharmaceutical Associ- 


ation, “that the dispensing of iodine 


ointment quickly and satisfactorily by 
the prescriptionist has at some time or 
another caused considerable embarrass- 
ment and loss of time. 

“The unstability of this preparation 
precluding the use of a stock ointment, 
I have made use of the following 
process with uniform satisfaction: 

“By taking the iodine, potassium 
iodide and glycerine in the proportions 
given in the U. S. P., we have a com- 
pound glycerite of iodine which I have 
found to keep perfectly. 

“To prepare the iodine ointment, 20 
per cent. of the glycerine is taken and 
incorporated with 80 per cent. of ben- 
zoinated lard, resulting in a_ very 
smooth and effective ointment of stand- 
ard strength and free from crystals of 
iodine sometimes found in _ prepara- 
tions hastily prepared.” 


SKIN INK. 


Finzi in Archives and Radiology and 
Electrotherapy, London, gives the fol- 
lowing formula: Acid pyrogallic, lgm. ; 
acetone, 10 c.c.; liquor ferri perchlor. 
fortior, 2 c..c.; spiritus vini meth. ad., 
20 c. c. The solution is to be kept in a 
dark bottle. The mark is a brownish- 
eray at first but in a few hours turns 
a brilliant black which is exceptionally 


resistant and even unaffected by iodin, 


acetone, or ether soap. 


According to a recent State law now 
in effect all glasses and receptacles used 
for drinking purposes in public places 
must after use be sterilized each time 
in boiling hot water. 
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SIMPLIFIED METHOD FOR THE 
PREPARATION OF CARREL- 
DAKIN SOLUTION. 


By FREDERIC ROSENGARTEN, 
Philadelphia. | 


The preparation of neutral solution 
of chlorinated soda by the process de- 
scribed by Carrel and Dakin requires 
- more or less chemical skill and equip- 
ment. With the proposed process near- 
ly any one can prepare the solution 
without the use of chemical apparatus 
and within ten or fifteen minutes. 

The materials and process for pre- 
paring the solution are: 


1. Chlorinated soda. solution, which 
should contain from 2.8 to 2.9 per cent. 
of available chlorin. 

2. An approximately 5 per cent. 
aqueous solution of sodium bicarbonate. 

3. Phenolphthalein powder. 


Dilute 1 volume of the chlorinated 
soda solution with 5 volumes of water, 
add 25 c.c. of the sodium bicarbonate 
solution for every liter of chlorinated 
soda, and mix well. Now _ remove 


about 20 c.c. of the solution, add to it. 


a small pinch of phenolphthalein, and 
‘shake gently for two minutes. If no 
red color appears, the solution is ready 
for use. Should a red color develop, 
add from 10 to 20 c.c. more of sodium 
bicarbonate to the solution, mix well, 
and test for free alkali with phenolph- 
thalein as described above. Repeat the 
addition of sodium bicarbonate if nec- 
essary, until 20 c.c. of the solution 
show no red color when tested with 
phenolphthalein in the manner described 


above. A slight excess of sodium bi- © 


carbonate will probably not affect the 
quality of the solution. 
~The objection to the use of ordinary 
chlorinated soda solution for the treat- 
ment of wounds is that the solution 
almost invariably contains caustic alkali, 
which causes an irritation of the tis- 
sues. To overcome this, Carrel and 
Dakin use also sodium bicarbonate in 
the preparation of their solution, the 
sodium bicarbonate serving to neutral- 


ize any hydroxid present in the chlori- 
nated lime. The same principle is ap- 
plied in the proposed process, the only 
difference being that the sodium bicar- 
bonate is added to the already pre- 
pared chlorinated soda solution. - It is, 
however, this very difference that makes 
the preparation of the solution very 
easy because chlorinated soda solution 
of from 2.8 to 2.9 per cent. available 
chlorin is readily obtainable and keeps 
well when properly preserved; all that 
is necessary is to dilute the solution 
and neutralize it with sodium bicar- 
bonate. 

Since the solution prepared by the 
proposed process is free of caustic al- 
kali and contains the same amount of 
available chlorin as that prepared by 
the Carrel-Dakin process, it is reason- 
able to expect that it will have the 
same therapeutic value. 

Neither of the solutions will keep for 
a long time, but if we can judge from 
one comparative experiment carried out 
with each solution, the one prepared by 
the proposed process retains its value 
for a longer time than the solution 


prepared by the Dakin process. Thus 


while the latter solution containing, 
when prepared, 0.47 per cent. of avail- 
able chlorin, showed only 0.41 per cent. 
at the expiration of two weeks, a solu- 
tion prepared by the proposed process 
and also originally containing 0.47 per 
cent. of available chlorin still tested 


0.44 per cent. after three weeks.

BOOK REVIEWS. 


Experimental Pharmacology, by Den- 
nis E. Jackson, Ph. D., M. D., Asso- 
ciate Professor of Pharmacology, 
Washington University, Medical 
School. 536 octavo pages. 390 il- 
lustrations, including 24 full page 
color plates. C. V. Mosby Co., St. 
Louis, Mo. 1917. 


This is the latest text on the sub- 
ject of experimental Pharmacology. 
It is the most complete and most 
modern text of its kind in the English 
language. 

The time has arrived for the intro- 
duction of courses in experimental 
pharmacology in all colleges of phar- 
macy. A competent pharmacist 
should know something of physiologi- 
cal drug action and this knowledge 
he can get only in a properly equipped 
laboratory under the direction of 
competent instructors. 


Dr. Jackson has done his part. He 
has prepared a text-book which will 
serve as a guide to the instructors 
who may be asked to teach the sub- 
ject and to students alike. What 
makes this book so superior over 
other similar books is the complete- 
ness of the treatment of the subject- 
matter and the excellent illustrations, 
especially the colored plates. The 
author is to be congratulated. The 
make-up of the book leaves nothing 


to be desired.—A. S. 
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Histology of Medicinal Plants, by Wil- 
liam Mansfield, A. M., Phar. D., 
Professor of Histology and Phar- 
macognosy, New York College of 
Pharmacy. 305 octavo pages and 
127 plates.

This book represents what we 
would consider as a first effort to 
prepare a suitable laboratory text on 
general vegetable histology for stu- 
dents in colleges of pharmacy. ‘The 
present effort is excellent as far as it 
goes but it is not sufficiently com- 
plete. It will nevertheless be of great 
value to students of pharmacognosy 
(vegetable) and also to the student in 
pharmaceutical botany. 


A laboratory guide to pharmaceuti- 
cal botany is much desired and we 
sincerely hope that Dr. Mansfield will 
keep this in mind when he gets out 
the second edition of the present 


work. He has the qualifications, the 


ability, the experience as a teacher 


and the enthusiasm to perform such a 
task —A. S. 


A Manual of Pharmacognosy, by Lu- 
cius E. Sayre, B. S., Ph. M., Dean,

This is the fourth revised edition of 
this text-book which enjoys a most 
enviable reputation. We note some 
changes. The arrangement of natural 
orders is in accord with Engler and 
Prautl. The author is certainly to be 
congratulated in having made this 
most desirable and important change. 
Many new illustrations are added and 
also many new descriptions of drug 
histology. The chapter on powdered 
drugs is inadequate and might have 
been entirely omitted. 


Taken all in all the text-book is 
excellent and is warmly recommended 
to teachers and students in colleges 
of pharmacy.—A.

FORMULA DISCLOSURE IN- 
VALID. 


According to a recent decision of the 
Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court of New York the Board of 
Health of New York City had not been 
authorized to force manufacturers of 
proprietaries or dealers to disclose the 
ingredients in them before being per- 
mitted to sell them in the city. The 
decision is considered a great factor for 
the manufacturers of proprietary medi- 


cines. The Court held that the police, 
like the control of the mails, has been 


unduly exercised. 
This decision, of course, does not 
permit proprietary preparations contain- 
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ing habit-forming drugs to be sold with- 
out complying with the usual require- 
ments. All preparations containing 
alcohol, opium, cocaine, chloral hydrate, 
must, according to the law, state the 
ingredients. 


MARKET LETTER. 
By F. W. DESSEL. 


Since our last review there has been 
no very marked change in the drug 
prices other than a tendency to a higher 
level. Opium and all its derivatives are 
gradually going to unheard of prices. 
In view of the fact, however, that this 
drug is now particularly needed the 
quantity is necessarily very much 
smaller than that formerly required. 
With a considerable portion of the ter- 
ritory formerly given. to the products 
of this drug entirely cut off there is no 
definite information on how difficult it 
may eventually be to obtain opium. 

Glycerine shows a marked increase in 
price because of urgent war orders. 

There have been many increases in 
the proprietaries and toilet preparations. 
The taxation on patent medicines and 
toilet articles, perfumes, etc., will soon 
be put into effect. While positive in- 
formation is not yet at hand yet we 
are told that the tax will be approxi- 
mately two per cent.

Food Control Law: Druggists are 
particularly concerned in this law in 
respect to its regulations applying to 
the sale of Spirits. In the sale of all 
Spirits fermented since September 9, 
1917, ‘the container must bear a label 
reading as quoted below, and which 
in its intent is .self-explanatory: 
“These Spirits were produced from 
materials fermented after September 9, 
1917. All persons are warned that 
their use in the manufacture or prep- 
aration of beverages or their sale for 
beverage purposes will subject the 
persons so using or selling them to a 
fine of not exceeding $5000 or impris- 
onment for not more than two years, 
or both.” The above ruling does not, 
however, apply to sales of two quarts 
or less. The original shipping pack- 
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age received by the dealer will have 
indicated upon it by a similar label 
whether it was fermented subsequent 
to the above mentioned date. As the 
penalty for violation is extremenly se- 


vere this matter should have careful 
attention.

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TENTATIVE DEFINITIONS AND 
STANDARDS FOR CONDI- 
MENTS OTHER THAN VINE- 
GARS AND SALT. 


The Joint Committee on Definitions 
and Standards is considering the ad- 
visability of adopting the following 
definitions and standards for Spices. 
Anyone interested is invited to pre- 
sent his views to the Committee in 
writing, addressed to Mr. John Phil- 
lips Street, New Haven, Conn., or to 
Mr. J. S. Abbott, Secretary of the Joint 
Committee on Definitions and Stand- 
ards, Bureau of Chemistry, Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


1. Spices‘are aromatic vegetable sub- 
stances used for the seasoning of food 
and from which no portion of any vol- 
atile oil or other flavoring principle 
has been removed, and which are clean, 
sound, and true to name. 


2. Allspice, pimento, is the dried * 
fruit of Pimenta officinalis (L.) Karts., 
and contains not less than eight per 
cent. (8%) of quercitannic acid (cal- 
culated from the total oxygen absorbed 
by the aqueous extract) not more than 
six per cent. (6%) of total ash, not 
more than three-tenths per cent. (0.3% ) 


of ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid, 


and not more than twenty-five per cent. 
(25%) of crude fiber. 

3. Anise, aniseed is the dried, * ripe 
fruit of Pimpinella anisum L. and con- 
tains not more than nine per cent. 
(9%) of total ash, and not more than 
two per cent. (2%) of ash insoluble in 
hydrochloric acid. | 

4. Bay leaves are the dried * leaves 
of Laurus nobilis L. 

5. Capers’ are the flower buds of 
Capparis spinosa L. 

6. Caraway, caraway sced, is the 
dried * fruit of Carum carwi L., and 
contains not more than eight per cent. 
(8%) of total ash, and not more than 
one and five-tenths per cent. (1.5%) of 
ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid. 

7. Cardamom seed is the dried * 
fruit of Elettaria cardamomum White 
and Eaton, and contains not more than 
eight per cent. (8%) of total ash. 


Cayenne and Red Peppers. 


8. Red pepper is the red, dried, * 
ripe fruit of any species of Capsicum. 

9. Cayenne. pepper, cayenne, chilli, 
is the dried * ripe fruit of Capsicum 
frutescens L., Capsicum baccatum L.,. 
or some other small-fruited species of 
Capsicum, and contains not less than 
fifteen per cent. (15%) of non-volatile 
ether extract, not more than six and 
five-tenths per cent. (6.5%) of total 
ash, not more than one per cent. (1%) 
of ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid, 
not more than one and five-tenths per 
cent. (1.5%) of starch, and not more 
than twenty-eight per cent. (28%) of 
crude fiber. 


10. Paprika is the dried, * ripe fruit 
of Capsicum annuum L. having the 
pungency and flavor characteristic of 
that grown in Hungary. 

(a) Rosenpaprika, rozsapaprika, rose 
paprika, is paprika prepared by grind- 
ing specially selected pods of paprika, 
the placentae, stalks and the stems 
being removed, and contains no more 
seeds than are normal to the pods. it 
contains not less than fourteen per 
cent. (14%) and not more than eight- 
een per cent. (18%) of non-volatile 
ether extract, not more than six per 
cent. (6%) of total ash, not more than 
four-tenths per cent. (0.4%) of ash 
insoluble in hydrochloric acid, and not 
more than twenty-three per cent. 
(23%) of crude fiber. Hit 

(b) Kénigspaprika, king’s paprika, is 
paprika prepared by grinding whole 
pods of paprika without selection and 
includes the seeds and stems naturally 
occurring with the pods. It contains 
not less than twelve per cent. (12%) 
and not more than eighteen per cent. 
(18%) of non-volatile ether extract, 
not more than six and five-tenths per 
cent. (6.5%) of total ash, not more 
than four-tenths per cent. (0.4%) of 
ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid, and 
not more than twenty-three per cent. 
(23%) of crude fiber. 

(c) Pimenton, prmiento, is the dried,* 
ripe fruit of Capsicum annuum L. hav- 
ing the characteristics of that grown 
in Spain. It contains not less than 
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eleven per cent. (11%) and not more 
than fourteen per cent. (14%) of non- 
volatile ether extract, and not more 
than eight per cent. (8%) of total 
ash, not more than five-tenths per cent. 
(0.5%) of ash insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid, and not more than twenty- 
one per cent. (21%) of crude fiber. 


11. Celery seed is the dried * fruit 
of Apium graveolens L., and contains 
not more than ten per cent. (10%) of 
total ash, and not more than one per 
cent. (1%) of ash insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid. 


12. Cinnamon is the dried * bark of 
certain species of Cimnamomum, from 
which the outer layers may or may not 
have been removed. 


13. True cinnamon, Ceylon cimna- 
mon, is the dried * inner bark of Cin- 
namomum seylanicum Breyne. 

14. Cassia is the dried* bark of 
certain species of Cinnamomum, other 
than Cinnamomum szeylanicum, from 
which the outer layers may or may not 
have been removed. | 

15. Cassia buds are the dried * im- 
mature fruits of certain species of Cin- 
namomum. 

16. Ground cinnamon, ground cas- 
sia, is the powder consisting of cinna- 
mon, cassia, cassia buds, or a mixture 
of these spices, and contains not more 
than five per cent. (5%) of total ash 
and not more than one per cent. (1%) 
of ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid. 

17. Cloves are the dried* flower 
buds of Caryophyllus aromaticum L., 
and contain not more than five per 
cent. (5%) of clove stems, not less 
than fifteen per cent. (15%) of vola- 
tile ether extract, not less than twelve 
per cent. (12%) of quercitannic acid 
(calculated from the total oxygen ab- 
sorbed by the aqueous extract), not 
more than seven per cent. (7%) of 


total ash, not more than _five-tenths. 
per cent. (0.5%) of ash insoluble in. 


hydrochloric acid, and not more than 
ten per cent. (10%) of crude fiber. 
18. Coriander seed is the dried * 
fruit of Coriandrum sativum L., and 
contains not more than seven per cent. 
(7%) of total ash, and not more than 


one and five-tenths per cent. (1.5%) 
of ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid. 


19. Cumin seed is the dried * fruit 
of Cuminum cyminum L., and contains 
not more than eight and five-tenths per 
cent. (8.5%) of total ash, and not 
more than one and five-tenths per cent. 


(1.5%) of ash insoluble in hydrochloric 
acid. 


20. Curcuma, tumeric, is the dried * 
rhizome or bulbous roots of Curcuma 
longa L.; (Amomum curcwma Jacq.) 
or Curcuma rotunda L. 


21. Dill seed is the dried * fruit of 
Anethum graveolens L., and contains 
not more than ten per cent. (10%) of 
total ash and not more than three per 
cent. (3%) of ash insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid. 

22. Fennel seed is the dried * fruit 
of varieties of Foeniculum vulgare Hill, 
and contains not more than nine per 
cent. (9%) of total ash and not more 
than two per cent. (2%) of ash insolu- 
ble in hydrochloric acid. 

23. Fenugreek is the dried * fruit 
of Trigonella Foenum-graecum L., and 
contains not more than five per cent. 
(5%) of total ash. 

24. Ginger is the washed and dried,* — 
or decorticated and dried, rhizome of 
Zinziber officinale, Roscoe, and contains © 
not less than forty-two per cent. (42% ) 
of starch,+ not more than eight per 
cent. (8%) of crude fiber, not more 
than seven per cent. (7%) of total ash, 
not more than one per cent. (1%) of 
lime, not more than two per cent. 
(2%) of ash insoluble in hydrochloric 
acid, not less than fourteen per cent. 
(14%) of cold water extract, and not 
less than two per cent. (2%) of ash 
insoluble in cold water. 

25. Limed ginger, bleached ginger, 
is whole ginger coated with carbonate 
of lime, and contains not more than: 
ten per cent. (10%) of total ash, not 
more than four per cent. (4%) of 
carbonate of lime, and conforms in 
other respects to the standard for 
ginger. 

26. Horse-radish is the root of Ra- 
dicula armoracia (L.), Robinson. 

27. Prepared horse-radish is com- 
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minuted horse-radish with or without 
a vinegar. 


28. Mace is the dried* arillus of 
Myristica fragrans Houttuyn, and con- 
tains not less than twenty per cent. 
(20%) nor more than thirty per cent. 
(30%) of non-volatile ether extract, 
not more than three per cent. (3%) of 
total ash, not more than five-tenths per 
cent. (0.5%) of ash insoluble in hy- 
drochloric acid, and not more than ten 
per cent. (10%) of crude fiber. 


29. Macassar mace, Papua mace, is 


the dried * arillus of Myristica argentea 
Warb. 


30. Marjoram is the dried * leaves, 
with or without a small proportion of 
the flowering tops, of Marjorana hor- 
tensis Moench, and contains not more 
than sixteen per cent. (16%) of total 
ash, and not more than four and five- 
tenths per cent. (4.5%) of ash insolu- 
ble in hydrochloric acid. 

31. Mustard seed is the seed of Sin- 
apis alba L. (white mustard), Brassica 
nigra (L.) Kock (black mustard), or 
Brassica juncea (L.) Cosson (black or 
brown mustard). 

32. Ground mustard is the powder 
made from mustard seed, with or with- 
out the removal of the hulls and a por- 
tion of the fixed oil, and contains not 
more than one and five-tenths per cent. 
(1.5%) of starch + and not more than 
six per cent. (6%) of total ash. 

33. Prepared mustard, German mus- 
tard, French mustard, mustard paste, is 
a paste composed of a mixture of 
ground mustard with salt, a vinegar, 
and spices which do not simulate the 
color of ground mustard; and calcu- 
lated free from water, fat, and salt 
contains not more than twenty-four 
per cent. (24%) of carbohydrates (cal- 
culated as starchy), not more than 
twelve per cent. (12%) of crude fiber, 
and not less than five and six-tenths 
per cent. (5.6%) of nitrogen derived 
solely from the materials named above. 

34. Nutmeg is the dried * seed of 
Myristica fragrans Houttuyn, deprived 
of its testa, with or without a thin 
coating of lime, and contains not less 
than twenty-five per cent. (25%) of 


non-volatile ether extract, not more 
than five per cent. (5%) of total ash, 
not more than five-tenths per cent. 
(0.5%) of ash insoluble in hydro- 
chloric acid, and not more than ten 
per cent. (10%) of crude fiber. 


35. Macassar nutmeg, Papua nut- 
meg, male nutmeg, long nutmeg, is the 
dried * seed of Mymnstica argentea 
Warb., deprived of its testa. 


36. Paradise seed, grains of para- 
dise, Guinea grains, Melegueta pepper, 
is the seed of Amomum melegueta 
Roscoe. 


37. Parsley leaves are the leaves of 
Petroselinum sativum Hoffman. 

38. Black pepper is the dried * im- 
mature berry of Piper nigrum L., and 
contains not less than seven per cent. 
(7%) of non-volatile ether extract, not 
less than twenty-eight per cent. (28% ) 
of starch, + not more than six and five- 
tenths per cent. (6.5%) of total ash, 
not more than five-tenths per cent. 
(0.5% ) of ash insoluble in hydrochloric 
acid, and not more than fourteen per 


cent. (14%) of crude fiber. One hun- 


dred parts of the non-volatile ether 
extract contain not less than three and 
twenty-five hundredths (3.25) parts of 
nitrogen. 

39. Ground black pepper is the 
product made by grinding the entire 
berry of Piper mgrum L., and con- 
tains the several parts of the berry in 
their normal proportions. 

40. Long pepper is the dried * fruit 
of Piper longum L. 

41. White pepper is the dried * ma- 
ture berry of Piper mgrum L., from 


which the outer coating or the outer 


and inner coatings have been removed, 
and contains not less than seven per 
cent. (7%) of non-volatile ether ex- 
tract, not less than fifty-two per cent. 
(52%) of starch, + not more than three 
per cent. (3%) of total ash, not more 
than three-tenths per cent. (0.3%) of 
ash insoluble in hydrochloric acid, and 
not more than five per cent. (5%) of 
crude fiber. One hundred parts of the 


non-volatile ether extract contain not 


less than four (4) parts of nitrogen. 
42. Peppermint is the dried * leaves 
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and flowering tops of Mentha piperita 
L., and contains not more than twelve 
per cent. (12%) of total ash. 

43. Saffron is the dried * stigma of 
Crocus sativum L., without more than 
ten per cent. (10%) of yellow styles, 
and contains not more than six per 
cent. (6%) of total ash, not more than 


one per cent. (1%) of ash insoluble in 


hydrochloric acid, and not more than 
fourteen per cent. (14%) of volatile 
matter when dried at 100° C. | 

44. Sage is the dried * leaf of Sal- 
via officinalis L., and contains not less 
than one per cent. (1%) of volatile 


ether extract, not more than ten per 


cent. (10%) of total ash, not more 
than one per cent. (1%) of ash in- 
soluble in hydrochloric acid, and not 
more than twenty per cent. ala of 
crude fiber. 

45. Savory, summer savory, is the 
dried * leaf, blossom, and branch of 
Satureja hortensis L., and contains not 
more than twelve per cent. (12%) of 
total ash, and not more than one and 


five-tenths per cent. (1.5%) of ash in- 


soluble in hydrochloric acid. 
46. Spearmint is the dried * leaves 


and flowering tops of Mentha spicata 


47. Star aniseed is the dried * ripe 
fruit of Jllicitum verum Hook., and con- 


tains not more than five per cent. (5%) 


of total ash. 

48. Taragon is the dried,*. young 
leaves and flowering tops of Artemisia 
dracunculus L. 

49. Thyme is the dried * leaves and 
flowering tops of Thymus vulgaris L., 
and contains not more than fourteen 
per cent. (14%) of total ash, and not 
more than four per cent. (4%) of ash 
insoluble in hydrochloric acid. 


 * The term “dried’’ as used in this schedule 
refers to the air-dried spice. 

+ The term ‘‘starch’’ as used in this schedule 
refers to starch as determined by the official 


diastase method.

BORAX IN THE UNITED 
STATES. 


The crude material is found abun- 
dantly in the form of crystalline bor- 
ate of lime (Colemanite which con- 
tains 50.9 per cent. boric acid). The 
Mohave Desert of California has large 
deposits of this material. It is doubt- 
less largely produced through volcanic 
action and deposited in its present po- 
sition by underground water. All the 
borax produced in the United States 
is obtained in California from mines 
north of Los Angeles and Death Val- 
ley. 

The value of material produced in 
1915 reached $1,700,000. The borax 
is made by heating the pulverized 
colemanite with a solution of sodium 
borate.—Paint, Oil & Drug Reporter.
